Even President Cleveland joias the 
timorous crowd and advisee sgainst 
the spirtt ol ••ImperiaUem." 

Nothing can be fiutlur from the 
apirit tbat actuatea the American 
people todi^ than tke dreaded spMt 
of conquest. Tbe desire to annex 
Hawaii, to sieze Purto Bico and pos- 
sibly to retain a persMaent iaioeoce 
in the Pkilippines is not the spirit of 
im|}erialism. It is but tbe adapting 
of itself, on tbe pert of the nation, to 
new conditions or to old ooadWieas 
suddenly realised. 

It has been only a abort time since 
ataay popular leaders, both in and 
OQt ol congress, opposed n strong 
navy, and it was quite popular to de- 
ride the poesibllity of a foreign war 
But war haa ooae and nlsMiat the 
wtiikc.st nation in Europe has dared 
to defy ua.

Tbe future course uf the United 
gtmea in the PMHpptoas wM not b. 
dictated by any wild desire for na- 
tiooal aggraodiseitient. The exigen- 
cies of war have controlled aetata thus 
far, and will shape them until the 
artiulea of peace are signed. The 
liual disposition of the Philippine* 
will be determined by tbe sbsolate 
necessitlea of tbe situation. It will 
not be in aeoordaoce with the die 
tats* of humanity to turn tbe islands 
back to Spain, in any event. Buck 
aa act would be a travesty on our 
poaition regarding Cubs. HuaMOity 
itself may compel this nntlon to re- 
tain the I'hilippines, and if sach is 
the case, tbe oocupanc/ of Ibc Cafo- 
lias and the I«adraaa biaad, beaome 
almost B ooceasity. 

The nation is simply following its 
manMeei desMaf.
